was ordered today from Chicago to 
Galveston. This will be the second 
time this officer has had the honor 
of commanding a complete division of 
troops within the limits of Texas, the 
first being in the case of the mobiliza- 
tion of 1911, when the Mexican trouble 
first became acute. 

The fifth brigade of this division al- 
ready is moving to Galveston, as is the 
fourth field artillery, composed of 
mountain batteries. The order issued 
today will set in motion the fourth bri- 
gade, the sixth brigade and the Sixth 
cavalry. Brigadier General Frederick 
A. Smith commands the fifth brigade, 
previously ordered to concentrate, 
Colonel Edwin F. Glenn, of the Twen- 
ty-third infantry, will command the 
fourth brigade in the illness of Briga- 
dier General Ramsay D. Potts, and 
Colonel Arthur Williams, of the Elev- 
enth infantry, will command the sixth 
brigade in place of Brigadier General 
Clarence Edwards, who is under orders 
for Philippine service. The war de- 
partment’s estimate is that under these 
orders there will be concentrated at 
Galveston between 8,000 and 9,000 in- 
fantry, about 800 calvary and abont 
the same number of field artillery or 
a total of nearly 10,000 men. 

Mobilization in a Week. 

These troops are widely scattered 
throughout the middle states and 
along the Mississippi river from the 
gulf to Canada. During the maneuv- 
ers of 1912 it required two weeks’ time 
to get some of the soldiers to Texas, 
but it is believed this period can 
cut in half at present. Even then the 
whole second division will almost cer- 
tainly be at Galveston, or vicinity, 
some time before water transports can 
be provided.

Vasquez Gomez Friends have begun 
a campaign in behalf of these various 
candidates. 

Holding of the 


elections will de- 
pend upon the state of the country, 
but President Huerta insists upon a 
free choice of the people when peacc 
is restored, which will make this pos- 
sible. ° 

Reports are not altogether reassur- 
ing from the states of Coahuila, Nuevo 
Leon and San Luis Potosi, where reb- 
els are committing depredations. The 
Zapitastas in the south also are giv- 
ing trouble, and it is reported one 
town in the state of Pueblo has been 
sacked.

Mexico to Reply to United States. 

Mexico will reply to the note sent 
the government by the state depart- 
ment at Washington September 15 last 
without delay, and American claims 
for damages growing out of the revo- 
lution will receive prompt attention. 

Incidentally several other matters 
pending between‘the two governments 
will not be permitted to drag as in the 
past, according to assurances given 
verbaly to Ambassador Wilson today 
by President Huerta. 

Unofficially Mr. Wilson called the at- 
tention of the new president to various 
matters remaining unsettled between 
the two governments and urged that 
givent hem, not necessarily 
in accordance with international Jaw, 
but on the basis of the friendship ex- 
isting between the two nations. 

It will be remembered that last Sep- 
tember the state department at Wash- 
ingon forwarded a note to the Madero 
administration, the contents of which, 
while never made public, were gener- 
ally understood to contain a sharp ad- 
monition to Mexico to give immediate 
attention to the demands of Americans 
for indemnity by reason of loss of life 
and property during the revolution.

To this note no adequate reply ever 
was made, Mexico attempting to deny 
the truth of some of the allegations 
contained tn it and to justify her past 
actions regarding others.

El Paso, Texas, February 24—Form- 
er Maderista troops at Suaz, near Chi- 
huahua, have rebelled against the 
Huerta government and declare they 
will not permit traffic between Chi- 
huahua and the border. They were 
at Suaz as a part of the guard for the 
Mexican Central railroad between 
Juarez and Chihuahua. This is the 
first open declaration of troops of 
the former president in northern 
Mexico. The Juarez Maderista follow- 
ers are still under arms, but are 
guarder carefully by the federals in 
the town. 

GOVERNOR GONZALES IS JAILED; 
GENERAL RABAGO SUCCEEDS 

Chihuahua, Mexico, February 24.— 
General Antonio Rabago today was in- 
augurated governor of the state of 
Chihuahua, succeeding Abram Gon- 
zales, who is in prison charged with 
plotting to blow up the federal bar- 
racks with dynamite. The plot, it was 
said. was revealed by one of the al- 
leged conspirators. Volunteers who 
refused to recognize the new govern- 
ment surrendereé only after a cannon 
had been trained on their positions. 
Most of them then joined the federal 
forces. Marcela Caraveo and his in- 
surgents have been incorporated in 
the federal army.

MURDER OF MADER 
DEPLORED BY GOMEZ 


Gomes today wired 
from his capital at Palomas, 
to friends in this city, expressing his 
sorrow over the killing of Francisco IL. 
Madero and Jose Pino Saurez and con- 
demning such an act as being outside 
the pale of eniightened government. 
Senor Gomez has been represented as 
having accepted the Huerta regime, 
but the tenor of his telegram raises 
doubts as to that. 

The telegram is addressed to Melchor 
Camacho, who was one of Gomez's 
closest advisers in San Antonio, and 
is as follows: 

“Kindly express to the press my 
deepest regret for the death of Senor 
Francisco Il. Madero and the terrible 
manner in which he met his death. 

“I most deeply deplore the situation 
for my country, my countrymen and 
myself, occasioned by this seeming 
unjust tragedy. 

“While opposed politically to the late 
president, earnestly believing he was 
not the person to preside over my 
country’s destinies for prosperity and 
complete union, yet I would bitterly 
oppose death in any event as a pun- 
ishment for political offenses. 

‘T believe sincerely in the law of 
civil government and the proper ad- 
ministration thereof, and I cannot, nor 
do I believe my countrymen can ever 
look with favor upon military govern- 
ment which seemingly has no respect 
for human life nor guaranties, and 
does not safeguard the nation or give 
its people the protection enjoy ed under 
civil government, which is true de- 
mocracy. ° 

“T will suspend entirely further 
judgment in the matter until I receive 
particulars of this most unfortunate 
affair.’ 


LABOR AMENDMENT 
TO WILSON TRUST LAW 


Trenton, N. J., February 24.—Sena- 
tor Davis, the democratic ieader, in- 
troduced in the senate tonight a bill 
to amend one of Governor Wilson's 
seven anti-trust laws. The amend- 
ment Is intended to apply to the law 
which defines trusts and prohibited 
different specified agreements to fix 
prices and restrict trade. The amend- 
ment would exclude from the opera- 
tion of the act any agreement or com- 
bination rélative to hours of labor or 
wages. It is offered for the purpose 
of satisfying the labor leaders who 
objected to the bill on ground that 
agreements as to wages and hours of 
labor would come within the prohibi- 
tion of the law. At the time the la- 
bor leaders were assured that the 
matter would be adjusted to their 
satisfaction and they withdrew their 
objections.

A 
demand also will be made for an agree- 
ment between the British and Chinese 
government completely prohibiting the 
opium trade. 

Great Britain tn Quandary. 

Londen, February 24.~-The British 
government is in a quandary over the 
opium dispute with China. Should the 
foreign office, as Indian opium mer- 
chants and bankers urge, insist upon 
China strictly complying with the 
Anglo-Chinese treaty which regulates 
importation of Indian opium tnto China, 
the government would be condemned 
generally by public opinion, which ob- 
jects to encouraging the trade in any 
way. On the other hand, unless action 
is taken to make China observe the 
treaty the bankers and traders are 
threatened with a loss aggregating 
$50,000,000, which they might justly call 
upon the Indian government to refund. 

The Anglo-Chinese treaty, which pro- 
vided for a 10 per cent reduction an- 
nually in the importation of Indian 
opium into China and the compiete ex- 
tinction of the trade in seven years, 
also stipulated that Indian opium 
should be debarred from provinces in 
which the cultivation of the domestic 
plant had ceased. In return China was 
to remove certain restrictions that the 
provincial authorities had placed on 
the wholesale trade in Indian opium. 
Complaints have been lodged at the 
British legation at Pekin that China 
has violated the treaty tn almost every 
particular. Provincial authorities have 
held up and destroyed Indlan opium on 
which high duty had been paid. The 
British minister brought the complaints 
to the attention of the Chinese govern- 
ment, but thus far efforts to get satis- 
faction have failed. 

China’s reply is that she is making 
a determined effort to stamp out the 
evil, and already has greatly reduced 
the product. 


Peddling Is Valid. 


Washington, February 24.—The Ar- 
Kansas peddling act of 1909, requiring

shippePs, by directing the dismissing 
of the railway’s suit in the federal 
courts of that state.

Cuba to Watch Castro.

The Earliest Notable Railroad Disaster ta 
the United States.

This daily series of anecdotes and inci- 
dents that throw new, interesting and fre- 
quently dramatic light on famous events and 
personalities of the past have been collected 
by Mr. Edwards during nearly forty years 
of more or less intimate acquaintance with 
many of the country’s leaders since the civil 
war. Each anecdote or incident is fresh 
from Mr. Edwards’ notebook, and, either in 
whole or in part, it constitutes NEW NEWS 
OF YESTERDAY, garnered from the men 
who made the news—the history—or from 
equally authoritative sources. As important 
contributions of the “human interest” sort to 
American history, these articles have a dis- 
tinctive value all their own. 


The late James D. Layng, who died in 
1908, was in his banking career contem- 
poraneous with and a part of the intellectual 
forces which made the 
development of Ameri- 
can railways possible. 
Mr. Layng began life as 
an assistant to the en- 
gineering corps which 
surveyed the line for 
the proposed railroad 
from Pittsburg to Cin- 
cinnati. 

That was in 1849. 
From that time until 
the year 1900 Mr. 
Layng was in active 
railway life, and after 
long service as im- 
portant executive of 
the Chicago Northwest- 
ern railroad line, he 
was summoned by the 
Vanderbilts to take K. J. Edwards. 
charge of the management of the West Shore 
railroad. He was vice president and general 
manager of the West Shore until that system 
was completely absorbed tnto the New York

Mr. Layng had accumulated a vast fund 
of anecdotal reminiscences, which, as a whole, 
portrayed the development of the American 
railroads from 1850 to 1900. 

I was chatting with Mr. Layng one after- 


| noon shortly after his retirement from active 


| operation 


| startled with 


railway life about the precautions taken to 
prevent accidents. Something in the con- 
versation reminded him of an anecdote which 
he said was told to him by a prominent phy- 
sician of Connecticut whose name, if he fre- 
membered correctly, was Woodward. 

“I met Dr. Woodward, I should think,” said 
Mr. Layng, “sortly after the civil war. It is 
my impression that he visited Pittsburg to 
attend a medical convention. 

“Dr. Woodward asked me if I remembered 
the railroad accident which occurred just 
east of the little town of South Norwalk, 
Conn., about 1853. 

“In reply I said that this accident had 
made an indelible impression upon the minds 
of everyone who was engaged In the railroad 
business about that time. I said that it was 
the first of the great railway accidents 
involving heavy loss of life. For about 
twenty years railways had been operated in 
the United States without any startling acci- 
dent. Railway managers were beginning to 
think that the danger of: accident had been 
overestimated. Then came the news of the 
appalling accident at the drawbridge over 
the Norwalk river. 

“Dr. Woodward said ta me: ‘My recollec- 
tions of that accident are more vivid than 
yours. I shall never forget it. I was upon 
the train which met with disaster. I was 
not only upon the train, but [I was within a 
foot or two myself of death. 

“There had been a medical convention at 
Norwalk, and many of the delegates who 
lived in the eastern part of the state and in 
Rhode Island had taken this train for their 
homes. The train had got under fair head- 
wav when of a sudden there was a jerk fol- 
lowed by a crash. The car in which I was 
seated was broken in two and the first third 
of it dropped into the river. The seat which 
1 occupied was the second from the point of 
breakage. The car split in two as though 
it had been halved by a gigantic ax. The 
engineer had run into an open draw. I think 
some thirty lives were lost. I have often 
thought since that time that if. our party 
had at that time been traveling in a heavier- 
built car the entire train would have been 
submerged in that river. It was the slender 
construction of the cars of that day which 
caused it to break in two at a point where 
the weight was great enough to bring about 
that effect.’ 

“Now the extraordinary thing about this 
Norwalk accident,” said Mr. Layng to me, 


| ‘wras the fact that, although for about twen- 


ty years from the time of the first railway 
in the United States until this 
Norwalk disaster there had been no startling 
railway accidents, yet soon after this trag- 
edy of Norwalk the country began to be 
reports of railway accidents, 


| and these were so frequent in one year that 


many persons were dissuaded from traveling.

WAS THERE A 
RYE HOUSE PLOT? 


Did a plot actually exist in England dur- 
ing the reign of Charles IL directed against 
that monarch to assassinate him? Charles 
was immensely popular with his subjects at 
the time. Was it by reason of this popular- 
ity,as well as that of his brother James, that 
certain persons high in English authority 
wanted to rid the country of them, to make 
way for the conspirators to carry out their 
designs? Did these men at the court so con- 
trive? History credits them with having 
done so, undoubtedly for the reason that they 
were found guilty. 

Among those implicated were Algernon 
Sidney, Lord Russell and Monmouth, the two 
former paying the dealth penalty, and Mon- 
mouth was finally banished to The Hague. 
This plot was so named for the reason that 
it was hatched at Rye House, a place which 
the king would have to pass on his way to 
Newmarket. The plot miscarried because 
the king’s house at Newmarket accidentally 
took fire, which hastened his departure eight 
days before the plot was to take place. 

Charles was the “Merry Monarch” of Eng- 
land, and fully bore out his title He was 
popular with his people generally, for the 
fall of the Protectorate under Cromwell, 
which had begun to be thoroughly distaste- 
ful, and the restoration of the Stuarts caused 
general rejoicing, and naturally the king 
came in for a full share of the public's pleas- 
ure at the change. 

But his was a reign of plots. The Pro- 
tectorate was not thoroughly downed. The 
Popish plot was one of the most significant. 
The Mealtun plet was more amusing than it 


was serious. But the Rye House plot, if 
there really was such a plot, if it had not 
been for the unexpected fire would no doubt 
have cut off the king's reign by at least two 
years, as it was discovered on June 12, 1683, 
and Charles died unexpectedly early in Feb- 
ruary, 1685. 

When Charles’ merry ways left a depleted 
English treasury, Shaftesbury believed that 
he had the king at his mercy. The monarch 
had used the parliament simply to exhibit 
himself as a sovereign, whose patience and 
conciliatory temper was rewarded with 
insult and violence, and now that he saw 
his end accomplished, ‘he suddenly dissolved 
the houses in April, 1681, and appealed in a 
royal declaration to the justice of the nation- 
at-large. 

The appeal wag made by an almost unant- 
mous burst of loyalty. The church rallied to 
the king; his declaration was read from 
every pulpit; and the universities solemnly 
decided that “no religion, no law. no fault. no 
forfeiture” could avail to bar the sacred rights 
of hereditary succession. The Duke of York, 
who had been practically banished by par- 
liament, returned in triumph to St. James. 
Monmouth, who had resumed his progresses 
through the country as a means of checking 
the tide of reaction; was at once arrested. 

Shaftesbury, alive to the new danger, 
plunged desperately into conspiracies with a 
handful of adventurers as desperate as him- 
self, hid himself in the city, where he boasted 
that ten thousand “brisk boys” were ready to 
appear at his call, and urged his friends to 
rise in arms. But their delays drove him to 
flight. 

The flight of Shaftesbury proclaimed the 
triumph of the king. His wonderful sagacity 
had told him when the struggle was over 
and further resistance useless. But the 
whig leaders, who had delayed to answer 
the earl’s call, still nursed projects of rising 
in arms, and the more desperate spirits who 
clustered around him as he lay hidden in the 
city took refuge, it is said, in projects of 
assassination and for a plan for murdering 
Charles and James at a Hertfordshire farm 
house known as the Rye House. 

Did a murderous conspiracy exist? Both 
the conspirators were wholly distinct from 
one another, but the cruel ingenuity of the. 
crown lawyers blended them into one. Lord 
Essex, the last of an ill-fated race, saved 
himself from a traitor’s death by suicide tn 
the Tower. Charles had reached that stage 
when he could see a plot in anythigg. Dur- 
ing the brief remainder of his reign he was a 
prudently absolute monarch, governing with- 
out a parliament, and treating all law and 
order that was obnoxious to him with the 
utmost contempt.

THE LEVY OF 
THE MUD TAX 


Editor Constitution: The mud tax is not 
a tax on mud; it is a tax because of mud. It 
is a very heavy tax. Every time a farmer 
carries a load of produce to town he pays a 
mud tax. Every time he hauls a load of fer- 
tilizer, or anything else, from the railroad 
station, he pays a mud tax. If the farmer 
can carry only half as much at one load as 
he could carry on a good, firm road, his mud 
tax amounts to just half the wages of a man 
and team. He pays this tax, not once a year, 
like other taxes, but he pays many times a 
year. He pays it every trip he makes to 
market. Every country physician pays a 
mud tax every time he visits a patient in his 
buggy. Every liveryman pays a mud tax 
every time he hauls a drummer. Every 
rural mail carrier pays a mud tax every day 
of his life. Every person who uses the public 
roads for any purpose whatsoever pays the 
mud tax. It is paid in the form of lost 
time; in increased food for horses and mules: 
in lameness of horses from scratches and 
other foot troubles; in repair bills at the 
blacksmith shop; in the wear and tear of- 
vehicles, and especially in the diminished 
amount of work accomplished. The merchant 
pays the mud tax in various indirect ways. 
One way .in which he pays it is in decreased 
sales at times when country people cannot 
come to town on account of mud. And if the 
farmer could save in dollars and cents the 
amount he contributes to the mud tax he 
would be able to purchase many more artt- 
cles than he does for the comfort: and con- 
venience of himself and his family. The 
other day I saw a wagon, loaded with guano; 
standing in the middle of the road, with one 
rear wheel crushed to pieces, where it had 
dropped into a rut. And I said: “Paying 
mud tax.” Further on I saw an automobile 
stuck fast in the mud. And again I said: 
“Just paying the mud tax.” 

Can some expert mathematician tell us 
how much the mud tax amounts to in Geor- 
gia within a year? 

We pay this tax because we are used to it. 
If we were not accustomed to doing so we 
would protest vigorously, we would fight 
before we would pay any such onerous and 
unnecessary tax. 

The only way to get relief from this 
burdensome tax is to build good roads. The 
roads we are building in Georgia, at least 
the greater part of them, are not good roads. 
They are nearly all muddy roads. Before we 
can have good roads we must eliminate the 
mud.

Charles Spalding Thomas, a senator 
from Colorado. 

The Constitution readers are familiar 
with the first three, but Senator Thom- 
eas is a new celebrity to them. He has 
just been elected to succeed Charles 
J. Hughes, who died in January, 1911. 

Tall, slight of build and crowned 
with perfectly white hair, Senator 
Thomas looks more like the moun- 
taineer type, but he was born in Da- 
rien, Ga., sixty-three years ago, on De- 
cember 6, 1849. Hig father was Wil- 
liam B. Thomas, and he hid an elder 
brother who was named for the father. 

Leaving the state when he was 15 
years old, Mr. Thomas went to Michi- 
San and entered the University of 
Michigan, receiving the degree of LL. B. 
in 1871. Two years later he married 
Miss Emma Fletcher, of Kalamazoo, 
Mich. 

He began the practice of law in Den- 
ver, but went to Leadville in 1879, and 
remnained there six years during the 
height of the mining fever. He re- 
turned to Denver in 18385, and formed 
the law firm of Thomas, Bryant & 
Lee, which later was changed to Thom- 
as, Bryant & Milburn. 

Senator Thomas was governor of his 
Btate from 1889 to 1903, and for twelve 
years preceding 1896 was a member of 
the democratic national committee. 

An effective speaker and well forti- 
fied to take care of himself in deep 
water, Senator Thomas waded into the 
Connecticut river dam bill discussion 
after being a member of the senate 
only a few weeks, and sustained with

ALLEGED LABOR TRUST 


: Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 


ers Prosecuted Because of 
Strike Against Postal. 


Chicago, February 24.—The Chicago 
unions of the International Brother- 


hood of Electrical workers were sued 
the federal government here today 


alleged interference with messages of 


'the Postal Telegraph Cable company in 
‘interstate commerce. 


Local Unions Nos. 9 and 134 are 


‘named as defendants. 


As part of the labor war against the 
telegraph company, the government 
charges officers and emplovees of the 


(union with combining and conspiring, 


through acts of violence and depreda- 
tions, to injure the Postal Telegraph 
to interfere with the transmis- 
sion of government and commercial 
messages in interstate commerce. The 
alleged interference is declared to have 
been deliberate. 

While restraint of interstate com- 
merce ig alleged, the Sherman law is 
not specifically mentioned in the gov- 
ernment’s bill of complaint, which gen- 
erally declares that the defendants al- 
leged unlawful acts have violated the 
rights granted under the constitution 
and laws of the United States to the 
telegraph company and the senders of 
messages. The government asked that 
the defendants he enjoined from ob- 
structing interstate and government 
messages over the Postal, from cutting 
burning or otherwise injuring its tele- 
graph lines and from interfering, by 
threats, intimidation, persuation or 
force wtih employees or prospective em- 
ployees of the company. Pending final 
hearing the petition pleads for a tem- 
porary injunction against the alleged 
unlawful acts. 

The following are named as defend- 
ants: 

International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers, Local Unions, Nos. 9 and 
134, Martin J. Healy, Michael J. Boyle, 
Willlam J. Sloan, W. N. Harris, E. M.

Pointing particularly to the pack- 
ing house industry centering in Chi- 
cago, and the operations of the Chi- 
cago board of trade, the bill declares 
that without prompt and uninterrupted 
telegraphic communication between 
Chicago and points in other states and 
foreign countries, the sale and ship- 
ment of produce and merchandise in 
interstate commerce would be seriously 
interfered with and adds that the effl- 
clency of the different departments of 
the government of the United States 
would be greatly impaired. 

Labor trouble between the Postal and 
the electrical unions arose in Septem- 
ber last, when, it is alleged, union of- 
ficials insisted that the telegraph com- 
pany should establish the “closed shop” 
policy. The company refused, it is 
added, because it would have necessi- 
tuted the discharge of old and faith- 
ful employees not members of the un- 
ion. At this stage, when a strike was 
eminent, the government says the tele- 
graph company on October 15 discharg- 
employees who were members of 
the unions and supplied their places 
with non-members. 

Threats against officers and 
plovees of the telegraph company im- 
mediately followed, it is charged, and 
acts of violence began to be commit- 
ted daily in Chicago against the com- 
pany’s property, whereby telegraph 
lines were cut, injured or destroyed, 
interfering with and crippling the com- 
pany’s service. These alleged acts of 
depredation have been performed or 
directed or connived at, it is charged, 
by the defendants, Healy and Boyle 
and others.

Miss Leupp said 
the “army” would leave Baltimore 
Wednesday morning and would leave 
Laurel at the same hour the next morn- 
ing for Washington. 

Miss Agnes Paul, head of the suffra- 
gette movement, today issued instruc- 
tions that the American and suffrage 
flags should be carried side by side at 
the head of the pageant on March 43, 
as well at the head of each division, so 
that it would “represent our national 
honor and national hope that women as 
well as men may be patriotic citizens,”

Baltimore, February 24.—Most of the 
members of “General” Rosalie Jones 
suffragist army, which marched into 
Baltimore last evening on its way to 
Washington, rema'ned in bed this fore- 
noon, obtaining much-needed rest, 
preparation for a busy afternoon and 
evening of speechmaking. 

“General’ Jones had resolutely can- 
celled all of the many arrangements 
for the entertainment o¢ thé pilgrims 
during their stay here, except luncheon 
today and Tuesday.

JUDGE CLEMENTS HERE 


FOR RATE HEARINGS 


“Interstate Commission Not Af- 
fected by the Webb Bill,” 
He Says. 


As much as Judge Judson C. Clem- 
ents, of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, might desire to come to the 


aid of Georgia in interfering with the 
operations of certain Tennessee and 
Florida distributing centers should the | 
pending prohibitive interstate liquor 
bill become a law, it will probably not | 
fall within his power to do so, accord- 
ing to his statement yesterday. 

Judge Clements is in Atlanta hear- 
ing the complains of Augusta, Vienna, 
LaGrange and Atlanta against certain 
freight rate discriminations and will} 
be here during the remainder of the| 
week. 

Commission Not Affected. | 

“While fl am not entirely familiar | 
with the &rms of the Webb bill,” says) 
Judge Clements, “if I am correctly se] 
formed as to the general purpose of 
the bill, its activities would not fall} 
under the jurisdiction of the interstate | 
commerce commission should it become 
ailaw, It ig not the intent of the 
Webb bill to adjust any discrimination 
in rates, but to prevent foreign states 
from prohibiting the effective operation 
of the prohibition laws of ‘dry’ states, 
and the violation of such a federal 
Statute would probably be settled in the 
courts just as in the case of the in- 
fraction of any other federal law.” 

Continuing, Judge Clements said: 

“It is the business of the commission 
to decide in cases of rate discrimina- 
itons. This, however, with the en- 
larged power and jurisdiction of the 
commission in recent years is sufficient 
to keep the commission busy, and at 
that without any great number of cases 
coming from any one of the states.” 
—Judge Clements does not believe Great 
Britain has a righteous claim against 
the United States ip the Panama canal 
discrimination question. 

Says England Has No Ground. 

“I do not think that England has any 
grounds for the claims she is mak- 
ing,’’ said Judge Clements. “The trea- 
ty on which she bases her complaints 
Was made under conditions egtirely 
different from those now existing, and 
this circumstance, I think, changes en- 
tirely the interpretation of the treaty. 
At the time the treaty was formed 
the United States was proposing to 
bulld a canal on foreign soil and it 
was, perhaps,’ just at that time that 
Other nations might lay claim to equa! 
privileges with this country. Since, 
then, however, the United States 
acquired the ‘Canal Zone’ and 
Panama canal being constructed on 
our own territory just as much as if 
it were being cut across Florida, which. 
in my opinion, altogether justifies the 
United States in operating the canal 
as she sees fit,” 

On Monday Judge Clements heard the 
complaint of Augusta against discrim- 
ination in rates on produce to New 
York and the east. Today he will hear 
the cases of Vienna and LaGrange, who 
complain that they are discriminated 
against in favor of neighboring towns 
in the matter of rates to the west. 
Later the complaints of Atlanta news- 
papers on print paper rates will be 
heard. Macon’'s protest against rates 
from Virginia cities will probably be 
settled outside of the commission's 
court. Judge Clement believes that he 
can complete the Atlanta hearings by 
next Friday. The commission's de- 
cisions in the Georgia cases will prob- 
ably be handed down by the latter part 
of June.

Austin, Texas, February 24.—The 
Texas legislature and Governor Col- 
quitt today took up the Mexican situa- 
tion. Senator Collins introduced a 
resolution that Texas go on record as 
demanding intervention. 

Another resolution insists that the 
United States terminate “outrageous 
couditions now existing in Mexico,” 
but does not name the method for so 
doing. Neither has been acted upon. 

A third resolution, gigned already 
by thirty members of the house, is 
under preparation for introduction in 
that body demanding that the United 
States take some action. 

The governor is planning to send a 
special message to the legislature on 
the Mexican situation. He will ask 
special appropriations to protect any 
expense he may incur in policing the 
border. He says he thinks that the 
advice of President Taft in the Mexi- 
situation has been bad. He has 
state attorney general’s depart- 

considering a bill which would 
that the state may punish 
those violating the neutrality laws 
and marauding in Texas. The gov- 
ernor is waiting for information with 
regard to the advisability of such a 
law before he takes action in the 
Mexican matter, 

New York “Hand Off.” 

Albany,. N. Y., February 24-—-The 
senate tonight refused to “express its 
abhorrence of the savage and uncivil- 
ized methods of the brutal military 
despots who have usurped the reins of 
government” in Mexico. A resolution 
effect was tabled. 

The resolution also sought to place 
the legislature on record as urging 
the United States government to 
withhold its recognition of the de- 
facto government of Mexico until It is 
made manifest that a government is 
established in that revolution-ridden 
republic with which the civilized na- 
tions of the world may decently main- 
tain diplomatic relations.” 

Taft Asked to Act. 

Wichita Falls, Texas, February 24.— 
News of the execution of Francisco 
Madero caused such a sensation here 
that a petition is in circulation today 
asking that the United States govern- 
ment request all Americans to leave 
Mexico and to take steps to punish 
those responsible for Madero’s death. 

Oklahoma Solons Stirred. 

Oklahoma City, February 24.—A res- 
olution declaring that Oklahoma favors 
intervention in Mexico was introduced 
today by Representative Rextroat, of 
Ardmore. The resolution was opposed 
and went over until tomorrow. It de- 
nounces the assassination of Madero 
und Suarez as a disgrace to civiliga- 
tion, and asks congress to take steps 
to bring about peace in Mexico. 

Kansas Solons Condemp., 

Topeka, Kan., February 24.—The 
lower house of the Kansas legislature 
today passed a resolution declaring it 
“looked with horror upon the murder 
of President Madera and his’ vice 
president” and demanding 4hat steps 
be taken by the United States to pro- 
tect the lives of American citizens in 
Mexico.

WATERWAYS MEASURE

Washington, February 24.—-The an- 
nual rivers and harbors appropriation 
bill was passed by the senate today 
after a prolonged fight. Amendments 
added to the bill by the senate brought 
predictions that the measure would be 
vetoed by the president, because they 
were in direct opposition to his ex- 
pressed policies. One of these amend- 
ments was the Connecticut river dam 
bill. which had been passed by the 
senate a week ago. Senator Swanson, 
of Virginia, made the prediction that 
if this feature stayed in the bill the 
president would veto the measure. 

The bill as reported to the senate 
from the commerce committee carried 
an appropriation of $48,091,745, an in- 
crease of $7,218,787 over the amount 
authorized by the house. Several 
amendments adopted by the senate in- 
creased this ‘sum materially and these, 
together with the committee amend- 
ments, will be threshed out in confer- 
ence with the house. 

The bill of Senator Newlands, of Ne- 
vada, providing for the creation of a 
river regulation board to take over all 
river improvement work, was 
adopted as an amendment, after it had 
once been ruled out on a point of 
order.

During the debate Representative 
Murray, of Massachusetts, defending 
an appropriation for the Boston navv 
yard, referred to members opposing 
the bill as “fake economists” and be- 
came involved in controversy with 
Representative Tribble, of Georgia, 
one of the “no battleship” leaders, 

“Since the gentleman has been 
here,’ said Mr. Murray, “he has prated 
about economy, yet the other day 
when the public building bill was up 
I noticed he voted for it.” 

“For years and years,” replied 
Representative Tribble, “all the ap- 
propriations of this government have 
been voted into the large cities Ilke 
Boston and New York and other places 
in the east and west. And, forsooth, 
because the people of the south are 
now coming into their own, in a small 
degree, and securing some approprta- 
tions, it ill becomes the gentlemen

who have been gobbling up everything 
all of these years to come here and 
criticise us for trying to get some- 
thing.” 

An amendment by 
Hensley, of Missour!, was adopted, 
which would provide that the four 
years spent at the naval academy shall 
not be counted as a part of the service 
of naval officers. The effect would 
be to increase the length of service 
required for retirement from thirty 
to thirty-four years. Representative 
liobson, of Alabama, vigorously op- 
posed the amendment, imsisting that 
the midshipmen actually were in serv- 
ice and subject to duty at the front 
in time of war. 

Representative J. Hampton Moore, 
of Pennsylvania, offered an amend- 
ment to a paragraph appropriating 
$4,600,000 for naval supplies and 
equipment to prohibit the purchase of 
material brought in under the 
“free ship mateliay’ provision of the 
Panama canal act. He declared the 
democrats, by inserting this provision 
canal act, had upset the entire 
tariff system and put cheap European 
labor in competition with the Amer't- 
can working man. The amendment 
was defeated by a strictly party vote.
